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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 9-12, filed 3/4/2009, with respect to claims 1-17 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The 103 rejection of claims 1-17 has been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After reviewing the 
remarks made by the Applicant in response to the non-final office action the Examiner finds the 
remarks to be persuasive. The most pertinent prior art is 

Seki et al (JP 2004028891) and Takahashi et al (US 6,023,497). Seki et al teaches X-rays are 
irradiated on an article (V) which is not mixed with foreign material, and the intensity data 
corresponding to the radiolucent amount passing to through the article is output. The image data 
for each X-ray image processing filter (Fa-Fc) for emphasizing foreign material, is generated 
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based on the intensity data. The optimal filter is selected based on the image data having 
maximum pixel value. Takahashi et al teaches an X-ray inspection apparatus that is highly 
selective toward contaminants, and performs a highly sensitive detection of contaminants. This 
X-ray inspection apparatus provides and combines a plurality of matrix sizes and coefficients for 
image processing in order to detect contaminants in various samples. Neither Seki nor 
Takahashi discloses calculates the degree of adaptability of each of the next- generation image 
processing procedures with respect to the X-ray image, and automatically selects an optimal 
image processing procedure to be used for inspection based on the degree of adaptability. The 
Examiner finds no reason or motivation to combine the above references in an obviousness 
rejection thus placing the application in condition for allowance.
